For  the  year  1957  I  have  to  report  as  follows  s- 

GENERAL  SURVEY. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal c 

No  complaints  about  the  quality  of  the  effluent  were 
received  during  the  year.  The  structure  of  the  detritus 
tanks  did  worsen  during  the  year  and  arrangements  to  drain 
to  Rochdale  for  treatment  are  well  advanced 

The  sewers  throughout  the  area  have  been  sufficient  at 
all  times  and  again  I  can  report  a  trouble-free  year  as  far 
as  the  two  syphons  in  Dyehouse  Lane  are  concerned*  The 
Ejector  caused  no  trouble* 

The  sewers  were  treated  for  rats  twice  during  the  year 
and  post -baiting  showed  no  infestation* 

Infectious  Diseases w 

No  disinfections  were  needed  during  the  year  as  only 
'Whooping  Cough  cases  were  reported* 

House  Refuse 


House  refuse  was  removed  on  40  occasions  during  the  year, 
and  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Ashbrook*  Night soil 
from  pails  is  also  collected  in  a  tank  and  poured  into  the 
sewer *  No  rat  or  fly  infestation  has  occurred
